The battle ground to a halt 
when the council voted three to 
two to re-appoint Carpenter fol­ 
lowing his successful completion 
of a civil service examination.

One city official pointed out 
that if the schools took over the 
program and a special tax rate 
was established to finance the set­ 
up, the recreation system here 
would be less likely to be used as 
a political foot ball.

The added stability that would 
result from having an assured in­ 
come, derived from the special 
tax, would make a practical, work­ 
ing recreation program more at­ 
tainable, it was declared.

Budget Abuse
Under the current system, the 

amount of money to be used for 
recreation is loft up to the discre­ 
tion of the city council.
